•Carleton,'  the  army  correspondent 
of  the  Baston  Traveler,  has  the  follow- 
ing  remarks  about  on  excellent  Yan- 
kee Notion  devised  by  the  New  Enjj 
land  girls  for  the  benefit  of  the  suldiers 
which  may  convey  a  useful  hint  to  the 
young  ladies  of  Minnesota: 

There    is    nothing    more     eagerly 
sought  for  than  the  'comfort  bags'  sent 
out  by  the  thousands  of  patriotic  girls 
of  the  land  of    the   soldiers-     I   have 
had  an  opportunity  to  witness  the  giv- 
ing out  of  the  bags    at    the  tent  of  the 
Christian    Commission.     A    box    was 
opened    yesterday    morning,    and    as 
goon  as  it  was  known  that  the  Commis- 
sion had    a  lot    of    bags,   the  soldiers 
rushed  to    the  tent  in  a  second,    each 
soldier  eigerly  saying,  'PJeasf  give  me 
one,  *ir?'     The    crowd    was   so  great 
that  the  Commission  men  were  obliged 
to  close  the  entrance.     The  supjfly  was 
soon  exhausted.     Very  few  of  the  sold 
lers  have  their  knaps'acks.     They  have 
lost  them  during  the  hard  marches  and 
terrible  fights.     Sometimes  they  throw 
them  away,  and  I  cannot  much  blame 
them.     It  is  as  much  as  one  c.in  do  tu 
drag    himself  round    these  sweltering 
dajB,    but  a    soldier   must    carry  his 
knapsack,    bl.anket,     haversack,    with 
four  or  five  days  rations,  sixty  rounds 
of  cartridges,    gun    and  bayonet  next 
and    belt.    Upon    going    into    battle, 
knapsacks  and  blankets  arc  left  behind. 
The  regiment  not  unfrequently    never 
returns  to  the  same  place,  and  the  knap 
sacks  with  all  the    little  things  which 
the  soldier  needs,  needles,  thre.id,  pin^, 
stocking  yarn  &c.,  is  never  recovered. 
Hence  the  desire  for  comfort  bags. 

It  is  amusing  and  interesting  to  sec 
the  soldiers  overhaul  the  contents  of 
the  bags.  They  ex.amine  each  arti'-le 
and  pronounce  upon  its  utility.  Ihe 
things  most  prised  are  needle^  black 
thread,  stocking  yarn,  small  pocket 
handkerchiefs,  and  small  towels. 

Pieces  of  muslin  hemmed  are  as 
good  as  anything  else  for  handker 
chiefs.  Envelopes,  with  postage  stamps 
on  them,  little  papers  of  tea, 'larkspur 
seed,  and  a  fine  comb,'  are  great  com- 
forts. In  one  of  the  bags  given  out 
today  was  the  following  letter  from 
the  donner  which  is  so  simple  and  di- 
rect in  its  language  that  1  am  sure  il 
will  be  read  with  interest : 

Dear  Soldier. — I  am  a  little  girl  nine 
years  old.  My  name  is  Laura  Ella,  and 
I  live  among  the  Green  Mountiins.  I 
have    made   this  comfort  bag  tor    you, 


and  put  some  things  in  it  that  will  be 
good  fi'r  you  if  you  are  sick,     liut  I 


hope  you  will  not  got  sick,  nor  get  shot 
or  taken  prisoner.

desperate  attempt  at  gaining  a  tempora 

ry  advanta;;c. 

The  enemy  after  tcrrifRc  fighting,  in 

which  a  number  of  charges  were  made 
were  repulsed  with  much  sl.aughter 
and  driven  into  their  fortifications, 

M.ij.  Gen.  McPherson  durins  the 
battle  became  seperatcd  from  his  staff 
and  wa.s  killed  by  a  sharpshooter.  After 
McPhersons  death  Logan  assumed  com 
mand  of  his  division. 

A  later  dispatch  says  our  forces  had 
obtained  possession  of  elevated  ground 
on  the  northeast  end  of  the  town,  and 
that  siege  guns  had  been  mounted  which 
commanded  the  place.  Also  that  the 
rebeU  were  burning  their  stores  pre- 
paratory to   letrogade  movement. 

Everybody  feels  confident  by  this 
time  of  Atlanta  having  fa'len  into  our 
hands.

On  theevcningofthelOth  and  morn 
ing  of  the  20th  Howard  Hooker  and 
Palmer  crossed  with  tho  balance  of 
their  corp«,  forming  a  line  all  along 
the  south  bank  of  the  creek. 

At  3  p.  m.  the  rebels  made  a  desper. 
ate  and  sudden  assault  on  Howard  in 
grert  force.  The  att.ick  soon  extended 
to  Hooker's  corps,  the  rebels  advanc- 
ing three  lines  deep. 

A  portion  of  our  lin^s  at  first  waver- 
ed before  the  terrible  onset,  but  were 
quick  rallied  and  stood  firm  as  a  rock 
Upon  this  portion  of  "Ur  line  was  mass' 
ed  over  half  the  rebel  army,  and  both 
paries  were  fighting  for  the  first  time 
in  the  campaign  in  the  open  field.

This  pcrtiort  tif  the  army,  less  than 
onb  third  of  the  whole,  met  the  most 
reckles.s,  massive  and  lioiidlong  charge 
of  the  \var  without  yielding  an  inch, 
save  a  little  on  one  of  the  flanks  of 
Geary>  division,  where  a '  gap  in  the 
linfe  occurred,  aild  where  the  enemy 
passed  through,  but  was  speedily  check 
ed.  The  attack  waS  niade  by  nearly 
the  whole  rebel  army,  and  its  complete 
rcpulfe  forms  the  myst  gjlorious  chap- 
ter in  Sherman's  campaign. 

Hooker  had  ad'.anced  from  his  trench 
c5.

The  country  over  which  the  advance 

was  progressing  was    partially  rolling

few  minutes.  They  had  come  to  a  stand 
still  in  partial  confusion,  and  firing 
heavily  but  wildly.

Gen.  Banes'  brigade  on  Geary  b  right 
was  speedily  enveloped  on  the  flank 
and  rear,  and  fell  back  after  a  stout 
fight  to  tliC  trenches  it  occupied  in  the 
morning,  where  it  was  reformed. 

Portions  of  CoL  Ireland's  brigade,  in 
the  centre,,  were  also  enfeebled  and 
driven  back.

July  24,  1804.      | 

Mr.  Editor. — Dear  sir: — Our  expe- 
dition commanded  by  Gen.  A.  J.  Smithy 
has  returned  in  safety  to  this  cit}',  af 
ter  an  absence  of  nearly  a  month.  The 
expedition  proved  a  perfect  success. 
On  the  5th  inst  the  whole  command 
left  Laji range  en  route  for  Forrests 
whereabouts,  on  the  7th  a  skirmish 
took  place  between  a  detachment  of 
our  cavalry  and  a  small  force  of  the  en 
emy,  in  which  the  latter  was  rejiulsed 
and  driven  off  with  a  small  los"",  our 
lo«s  only  three  killed.  On  the  next 
day  the  whole  army  entered  Hipley. 
It  then  moved  toward  New  Albany,  on 
the  9tli  the  whole  army  crossed  the 
Tallehatchie,  and  camped  on  th*^  other 
isido  ;  on  the  10th,  they  reached  the 
Tuscnmbia  and  Pont«tock  road,  where 
they  discovered  some  signs  of  the  ene- 
emy,  who  appeared  to  be  moving  to- 
wards Pontotock,  it  proved  to  be  Bu- 
ford's  division  from  Tupelo. 

The  whole  army  marched  into  Pon- 
totock on  the  llth,  where  they  met  the 
enemy  in  some  force,  but  after  a  fight 
of  about  one  hour  the  rebels  were  driv 
en  out  in  every  dircdion,.  leaving  a 
number  of  killed  and  wounded.

•The  swamps  and  woj^ds  north  and 
west  of  this  village,  are  all  ou  fire,  and 
have  been  so  for  the  pa-i  three  weeks, 
ihe  area  burned  over  is  very  larg>i  and 
now  the  nearest  point  of  the  tire  is  only 
one  mile  tVom  tlie  village.  At  this  writ 
iug.  (^Tuesday  attornoou)  the  village 
is  enveloped  in  a  d«mse  smoke,  and 
ashes  from  the  burnt  district  are  falling; 
in  our  streets.  The  Hre  is  burning 
fiercely  on  the  farms  of  Mcwsrs.  Utley 
T»nd  Huntington,  just  west  of  tlio  cor- 
poration, and  aj'plication  has  just 
ijetMi  made  to  the  village  authorities 
for  the  use  of  a  fire  engine  with  which 
to  arrest  the  onward  progress  of  the 
devouring  element.

in  the  fall, and  then  early  sowing  in  the 
spring  and  thinks  it  a  good  remedy.  It 
Xiiay  be  for  Henton  Cuunty  and  Cedar 
valley,  but  I  can  assure  him  it  will  not 
do  in  Cedar  county  and  the  \Vapsio 
valley,  for  it  has  •adly  failed  in  this 
vicinity  this  season.  My  farra  is  situat 
cd  about  one  an  J  a  half  miles  from  the 
AVajisic  river,  itj*  soil  is  sandy,  clay  loam 
its  surface  gently  rolling  and  inclining 
to  the  south.  My  first  wheat  this  sea- 
son was  put  in  about  the  ICth  of  April 
and  was  well  covered  with  bI>ovo1-I)Iow 
and  cross  harrowed  The  piece  contain 
ed  thirteen  acres,  the  middle  of  which 
is  a  dry  ridge  running  north-w«;st  and 
poutli.easterly  throui^h  it.  On  the  west 
of  the  ridge  and  running  parallel   with 


it,  is  a  slight  slag  in  the  surface,  which     Ki*t»  ai.l  and  comlort  U  its  cncmie?, 
in  Spnng  is  inclined  to    be     wet.     1  his    use  and  bon«Ht,  and  that  laid  ent.-y  i; 


reason  was  qtntc  wet,  but  the  borne 
could  pass  through  it,  and  we  sowed  it. 
The  cast  fiide,  about  two  acres  and  a 
half,  was  so  wet  that  we  let  it  remain 
two  "Weeks  before  we  sowed  it.  It  was 
.then  quite  wet  but  we  sowed  it,  the  last 
for  the  season. 

Xow  for  the  chinch  bug.  llv  .appear- 
ed first  in  the  wheat  on  the  ridge,wliile 
that  in  the  slag  and  on  the  east  of  the 
ridge  is  all  that    remains   of  the  piece. 
Two  neighbors  on    the  we>t   of  mc, 
■with  farms  adjoining,  hare  cacli  about 
thirty    acres  of  sud,  (rich    laud)  with 
sloughs  on  the  sides  or  running  through. 
The  bugsjhave    rendered   the   ridges 
worthless,  while  the  parts  wet   and  soft 
at  sowing,  are  little  haimcd  by  them. 
Another  neighbor,  one  mile  southeast 
of  mc,  sowed    largely  this  season;    all 
old  giCUnd  and  most  of  it  plowed  last 
fall.     In  sowin-%  he  used  the   harrow 
and  the  drill,  and  what  :5  more  imjior- 
tant  about  it,  is  the  fact  that  wl.crc  he 
used  the  drill  and  put  the  seed  in  deep 
the  bug  has  done  little  or  no  damage, 
"while  where  the    harrowed  w.os  used 
the  crop  is   hardly  worth  harvesting. 
Xow  why  the  diflference?     The  ground 
was  plowed  as  nearly  alike  as  possible 
and  sowed  at  the  same  time— the  drill 
being  at  work  in  one  place  and  the  har 
row  in  the  other.  I  attribnte  it  to  depth 
of  sowing  and  compactncss]of  ground. 
Hence  my  method  of  treating  the  bug, 
will  be  in  future,  deep  sowing  either  by 
jdow  or  drill,  and  heavy  rolling.  These 
1  think  aic  indi.«jpensable,while  the  early 
and  deep  plowing  of  my  Benton  friend 
should  never  be  discarded.

As  800U  as  your  strawberries  arc  done 
hearing,  mow  them  oflF  with  a  coramon 
grass  scythe,  and  remove  the  vines  to  a 
manure  heap.  This  operation  has  an 
excellent  effect  ic  strcngthing  tho  roots 
and  incrcrsing  the  vigor  of  the  runuers 
and  new  plants.  Its  effect,  too,  is  seen 
in  a  few  weeks  upon  tho  old  vines,  in 
causing  a  healthy  growth,  enabling  them 
better  to  stand  the  winter,  and  yielding 
a  better  crop  of  fruit  the  cnsiieing  year. 
In  gardens  the  operation  is  frequently 
lieglccted  especially  by  farmers,  who 
persist  in  giving  but  little  attention  to 
this  small  but  very  important  portion 
of  their  farms.  The  females  of  a  family, 
"who  universally  delight  in  a  strawberry 
bed,  should  see  to  its  proper  manage- 
ment, as  well  as  renewing  when  neces 
Bary,  and  there  will  be  no  difBculty  in 
uecuring  satisfactory  crops.  "We  may  as 
well  repeat  here,  that  no  grass  should 
bo  allowed  in  your  strawberry  patches 
and  it  is  better  to  remove  it  before  mow 
iug.  In  field  culture  we  know  this  is 
licxt  to  impossible,  though  it  can  be 
avoided  to  considerable  extent  by  us- 
ing other  than  barnyard  manure  for  the 
crop.

Indian  Depredations 

On  Tlnirsdiiv  .li'tcrnoou  of  last  >veck 
two  murtlors  were  perpetrated  by  In', 
di.ins  nc.'ir  Vernon  in  Blue  Earth  couu 
ty.  The  victims  were  a  Mr.  Root,  and 
Mr.  3Iack.  Mr.  IJoot  was  ambiislicd 
nnd  shot  vrliile  returning  from  Lis  licld 
with  a  load  of  oats.  11  h  two  boys 
who  were  upon  the  load  discovered 
two  ludiau-s  in  tlie  i,'ra.«s  and  gave  the 
alarm  to  their  father  who  was  walking 
by  the  siJc  of  the  loud  with  his  pitch- 
fork. Discovering  the  crouching  In- 
dians taking  aim  at  him,  Mr.  Hoot  made 
an  attempt  to  kill  the  hulian  with  his 
fork,  but  bcftrc  ho  could  rush  upon 
him  the  Indian  fired  mortally  wounds 
ing  hiui.  The  hoys  jum})cd  from  the 
load  and  run  for  the  wood?,  the  other 
Indian  firlu^j  at  them  as  thev  run  and 
woundiuix  onoVf  the  lovs  severclv  in 
the  jjhuuldor.  Tlie  Indians  then  cut 
the  harness  from  the   horses  and  fled. 

About  the  same  time  iu  the  day 
Squire  Mack  who  wa.-  cutting  liay  with 
a  reaper,  west  of  tho  Blue  Earth  river 
on  Willow  Creek  via^  approached  by 
several  Indians  who  demanded  his 
team.  It  is  said  he  had  some  words 
•with  them  refusing  to  give  them  the 
team,  whereupon  they  shot  him  and 
seized  the  tcau>.  At  other  places  in 
the  vicinity  they  seized  horses  but  did 
not  injure  the  owners,  and  during  the 
night  decamped  with  their  plunder. 

Some  reports  state  that  2G  horses 
were  stolen  but  from  the  best  informa- 
tion we  can  get  the  number  is  about  8 
or  10.  The  whole  country  iu  the  vi- 
cinitv  of  these  murders  was  in  commo- 
tion  during  the  nigh*  of  Thursday,  and 
messengers  were  dtspaiched  nolifying 
thc-ffcople  of  dilfercnt  localities  of  what 
Lad  happened.  At  midnight  a  mcsscn 
gcr  reached  here  and  Messrs  Harlow 
and  r.ice  volunteered  to  ^o  throngh  to 
Eainnount  to  notify  the  soldier?  at  that 
place.  They  reached  there  at  six 
o'clock  the  next  morning  and  hft  dis. 
patches  with  a  member  of  the  cavalry 
company  stationed  on  tho  Des  Moins, 
requesting  him  to  notify  said  company 
a.s  soon  as  possible  that  action  might 
be  at  once  taken  so  that  the  Indians 
fleeing  with  their  plunder  might  be  in- 
tercepted. Wc  are  informed  since 
that  said  soldier  refused  or  neglected  to 
carry  tliis  dispatch  any  further.  From 
Garden  City  Lieut.  Totter  alout  the 
same  hour  took  the  news  and  started 
also  for  the  posts  at  Madelia  and  Ft. 
llidgelcy.  Ho  went  through  in  double 
quick  time,  and  soon  got  whatever 
forces  is  stationed  at  these  i)Osts  on  iltc 
lookout  for  the  murdering  ra.'scal;'.  Mr. 
Potter  returned  by  the  way  of  Chanyag- 
le  to  this  1  lace  on  Saturday  and  reported 
that  on  his  return  he  had  met  a  mes- 
isen^'cr  from  one  of  the  s<iuad3  of  sold- 
iers who  said  they  had  discovered  a 
band  of  nine  Indians,  and  iiad  rtin  them 
into  a  sort  of  peninsula  between  two 
lakes  and  had  get  them  at  hay.  If  this 
proves  true  the  prospects  aie  good  for 
the  wretches  getting  tho  reward  they 
merit.  One  thing  is  sure  that  through 
the  energy  of   Jvieut.  Potter    the  sold-  i 


iers  at  the  upper  posts  got  notice  iti 
season,  of  what  was  up,  and  we  shall 
be  very  much  dis.appoiuted  if  the  whole 
band  of  Indians  is  not  killed.  Had  the 
soldier  at  Fairmoimt  dotic  his  duty  the 
parris-n  on  the  Des  Moine  would  Ijnvc 
boc?i  notified  in  season  also,  and  would 
of  cour^jc  have  co  operated  iu  season 
with  the  soldiers  of  the  other  posts  in 
hunting  down  the  »tiurderers. 

Wc  trust,  however,  there  are  enough 
-soldiers  as  it  is,  ou  the  war  path  to  jnit 
an  eternal  queitus  on  this  band  at  least, 
of  Indians.  Their  escape  with  so 
many  horses  would  cncour.i^e  other 
bands  to  do  likewi.se.  but  their  death 
with  tljeir  heads  suitably  elevated  on 
poles  along  tlie  frontier.  Would  strike- 
terror  into  others  of  their  tribe  who 
miLfht  be'  thinking  of  &  sin!ili:r  faid. 
From  tiH  the  information  we  can  c^alh- 
cr,  it  would  seem  that  this  party  of  In- 
dians could  have  been  easily  repulsed 
at  several  places  where  they  showed 
themselves,  it' the  people  ha«l  only  had 
any  guns  or  amunition.  liow  long,  wc 
wonder,  will  it  be  before  every  one 
will  take  the  sensible  jnecautiou  of  hav 
'ng  a  gun  iu  his  house  and  at  least  one 
dozen  charges  of  amunition  for  an 
emergency. 

Since  writing  the  above  wc  have 
heard  from  the  squad  of  men 'who  hud 
came  up  with  the  Indians.  We  believe 
the  heroic  genius  in  command  goes  by 
the  name  of  Capt.  Smith, 

He  reports  having  come  up  with  8 
or  10  Indians  at  l^lngham  Lake  about 
GO  miles  west  of  here  on  Friday  after- 
noon, and  exchanged  harmless  shot.s 
with  them.  The  Indians  stood  at  bay 
and  stripping  oil'  their  bl-uikcts  ly 
signs  challenged  the  soldiers  to  ])itch 
in.  Ilie  valorous  Capt.  Smith  although 
he  had  nine  well  equipped  and  armed 
cavalry  men  with  hi^n  hesitated  about 
undertaking  the  job  sending  back  for 
reinforcements  and  continued  to  hesi 
tate  until  night  fall,  under  cover  of 
which  the  Indians  of  course  escaped. 
It  is  said  they  could  be  plainly  seen 
by  the  moonlight  going  away,  but  no 
cftbrt  was  made  to  stop  them. 

If  the  military  authorities  of  this 
State  do  not  in vcsti crate  this  arrant 
piece  of  cowardice  on  the  part  of  this 
officer,  they  deserve  to  be  hung  to  the 
lamppo.^ts  of  St.  Paul.  Just  think  of 
it !  Two  men  .are  murdered  by  a  i'aw 
Indians  wlio  escape  I  Through  the  en- 
ergy of  Lieut.  Potter  who  rides  100 
milts  in  12  hours,  the  soldiers  are  no- 
tified in  season  and  start  in  pursuit- 
one  of  the  pursuing  parties  come  up 
with  the  wretches  by  day  light  and  the 
officer  in  command  tJicn  icrnominiouslv. 
iu  the  true  General  Siblev  stvle,  falls 
back  pnd  sends  fof  reinforccuients  and 
in  the  meantime  the  Indians,  right  be- 
fore his  eyes,  wall*  away.  His  excuse 
is  that  there  was  two  mere  Indians  in 
nunlber,  than  he  had  soldiers,  and  the 
risks  were  too  great.  So  long  as  such 
men  arc  permitted  to  command  sold- 
iers on  the  frontier,  just  so  long  the 
protection  afforded  by  soldiers  does  not 
amount  to  a  hill  of  beans.  The  idea 
of  a  Captain  of  a  cavalry  company  sit- 
ting down  in  front  of  an  equal  number 
of  Indians  and  deciding  not  to  attack 
them  because  if  he  attacked,  he  or  some 
of  his  men  might  get  hurt,  is  what  may 
be  called  a  ''big  thing."

Shocking  Tragedy. 

J'rom  th<>  Leavenworth  Coiitcrvativo,  2J>th. 

At  fifteen  minutes  paj-t  one  o'clock, 
yesterday  afternoon,  Samuel  Ilallet, 
the  rnilroad  contractor  was  shot  and 
killed  at  Wyandotte.  Mr,  Hallett,  while 
walking  along  the  street,  was  shut  in 
the  back  by  Mr.  Taloott.  I'he  latter 
iitimediately  escaped  on  horseback,  and 
pursuit  of  him  was  made  by  the  civil 
officers. 

Mr.  Taloott  is  a  railroad  engineer. 
He  was  sent  here  by  Gen.  Fremont  as 
chief  engineer,  and  was  discharge  by 
Hallett.  Talcott  afterwards  wrote  a 
letter  to  President  Lincoln  describing 
the  chicanery  of  the  P.acific  IJailwny 
management.  That  was  three  months 
ago.  Samut  1  Hallett.  at  Washington, 
telegraphed  to  his  brother  Thoman,  at 
Wyandotte,  to  whip  Talcott.  The  in- 
junction was  obeyed,  and  report  say.s 
that  Mr.  Talcott,  who  is  a  small  and 
feeble  man,  was  heartle.-^i-lv  beaten. 

Tho  end  of  the  whi|q)ing  was  t'le 
trajxedv  above  recorded. 

The  Xew  York  Express  contains  the 
following  obituary  notice  of  Mr.  Hal- 
lett: 

The  death  of  Sam'l  Ilallitt,  m  Kan- 
sas, is  now  confirmed  bv  tdeLrrams  re- 
ccived  liere.  He  was  killed  by  Mr. 
Talbolt.  an  engineer  ofthel^'nion  Pac- 
ific Hailroad  (  ompany,  o\er  which  Mr. 
Hall- tt  had  superintendence,  and  in 
consequence  of  some  sharp  disputes 
about  money  matters. 

Mr.  Hallett,  though  a  young  man. 
has  made  a  large  fi;;ine  in  this  State. 
He  came  to  this  city  l"r<-m  some  place 
near  Hornellsvilo.  where  he  was  a 
prominent  man.  In  Xew  York  he  en- 
gaged in  a  variety  of  sj).?culations. 
am-'Ug  which  was  a  Sub  Marine  CVtm 
pany.  He  alterwards  went  to  Spain, 
and  ifi  Madri«1  accomplished  wonder.*, 
b}  inducing  the  Spaniards,  nmong  them 
the  Duke  of  Salamanca,  to  subscribe 
largely  for  the  extension  of  the  Erie 
road,  now  the  Great  Western,  a  double 
gnage,  which  is  to  end  at  St  Louis  It 
was  mainly  through  Mr.  Ilallett's  in- 
fluence that  the  capital  was  got  up  for 
this  great  w*ork. 

!»Ir.  Hallett  returned  to  this  country 
and  became  a  prominent  banker  in 
Wall  street,  and  it  was  understood 
that  he  had  made  large  sums  of  money. 
It  was  throtigh  his  house  that  the  In- 
diana bonds  about  which  so  much  wa- 
said  a  few  years  ago,  were  negotiated, 
and  which  was  afterwards  discovered 
to  be  some  extent  J'ratidulcnt.  The 
Courts  however,  acquitted  Mr.  Hallett 
of  the  alleged  participation  in  the  fraud. 
Mr.  H.  left  V\  all  street  soon  after  this 
went  into  the  L^nion  Pacific  Railroad, 
and  became  a  large  contractor  atid  n\vn- 
er.  He  and  Gen.  Fremont  soon  became 
the  greatest  of  friends  and  cronies — and 
soon  after  the  bitterest  of  enemies. 

They  had  a  scene,  one  night  in  .Jer- 
sey City,  over  baggage  with  bonds  in 
it,  which,  ifexermadc  public,  would 
be  one  of  the  most  interestering  chap 
ters  of  the  novel  readihg  of  tlie'  day. 
Hallett  beat  Fremont  otit  and  out  in 
the  contest,  and  drove  Fremont  from

Omaha  City,  Aug.  10.  The  Indians 
burnt  by  this  party  when  they  entered  are  now  committing  new  depredations, 
Hagerstown,    were    destroyed    by  our  stealing  stock,  burning  trains,  and  kill 

inir  indi-criminatelv.  I'hey  were  within 
100  yards  of  the  pickets  of  Fort  Kear- 
ney last  night  and  fired  an  arrow  at  one 
of  them.  A  coach  arrived  at  Fort  Kear- 
ney this  morning,  and  reports  having 
passed  several  trains  which  had  been 
burnt,  and  that  there  w. as  dead  bodies 
by  their  side.  A  party  of  six  whites 
were  killed  at  32  mile  Creek  last  night. 
The  Indians  have  stolen  all  the  sfock 
at  Cottonwood  Station,  90  miles  west 
of  Fort  Kearney.  It  is  well  known  that 
renegades,  supposed  to  be  from  Quan- 
trell's  old  band,  are  associated  with  the 
Indians  in  these  depredations. 

Ft.  Laramie,  Aug.  9.  The  tndians 
are  getting  very  bold.  There  is  great 
alarm  throughout  the  countrv.  It  is 
feared  they  will  attack  this  point.  Many 
emigrants  have  been  killed  and  much 
stock  taken.

Minnesota  Prosperity. 

From  the  Philadelphia  North  American. 

If  the  people  of  Minnesota  repre- 
sent their  condition  rightly  and  truth- 
fully, either  m  public  journals  or  pri 
vate  correspondence,  there  is  at  lea-^t 
one  spot  in  the  world  on  which  the 
light  of  Saturnian  age  yet  falls.  In  a 
^jcriod  when  actual  disquietudes  have 
conjured  apprehensions  of  evil  which 
do  Hv^t  exist  elsewhere ;  at  a  time 
when  tlie  hearts  of  many  influence  their 
heads  to  paint  with  gloom  and  dark 
ness  the  entire  surroundings  and  all 
the  tuture  of  life,  when  bankruptcy  is 
prophesied  on  the  one  hand  and  fam- 
ine predicted  on  the  other,  it  is  cmic- 
eijily  cheering  to  hear  such  sound,  heal 
thy,  hopeful  and  rational  speech  as 
conits  from  Minnesota. 

In  the  first  place  they  have  ''glorious 
weather,"  and  as  a  natural  sequence, 

the  'corn  crop  is  growing  finely,  pota- 
toes are  first  rate,  and  ho  arc  vines." 
This  is  a  solid  substratum  for  good- 
feeling  and  good  spirits.  But  it  only 
commences  the  happy  catalogue  of 
good  things  which  exists  iu  Minneeo- 
ta.  'Emigration  is  pouring  in  from 
other  States,  and  coming  direct  from 
Europe.  Farm  hands  are  badly  want 
ed  ;  in  fact  laborers  of  all  kind.s  are  in 
great  demand  and  none  to  be  had  at 
ayj- price.'  That  is,  although  the  in- 
crease of  population  is  pouring  in  both 
from  the  East  and  from  Europe,  tlie 
development  of  the  country  causes  a 
demand  that  outruns  the  supply  and 
greedily  seeks  more,  What  must  the 
activity  be  which  justifies  such  com" 
ment,  is  a  liungered  for  greater.  The 
prosperity  of  a  community  so  situated 
and  so  thriving  under  such  circum- 
stances, cannot  but  be  healthy  and  en- 
during. 

This  docs  not  exhaust  the  activity 
and  good  cheer  of  Minnesota,  however. 
Her  people  are  happy  optimists  and 
see  beyond  the  vicissitudes  of  war,  and 
seeing,  prepare  therefor.  'Work  on  the 
Saint  Paid  and  Pacific  railroad  is  pro- 
gressing finely,  and  iron  is  being  laid 
at  the  rate  of  one  eighth  of  a  mile  dai- 
ly.* This  adds  to  the  excellence  of 
the  recita',  and  strengthens  the  cour- 
age of  the  day.  More  business,  more 
activity,  more  travel ;  a  still  greater 
population,  and  mightier  crops  with 
more  accessible  markets  are  wrapped 
in  their  railway  vigor.  They  hold  on 
to  all  which  they  have,  and  plot  and 
practice  bravely  for  those  things  which 
not  possessing,  they  yet  desire  to  en 
joy. 

Perhpas  the  facts  which  they  enjoy 
in  the  pleasant  atmosphere  in  Minneso- 
to  are  not  eqtially  true  everywhere.  It 
may  be  that  they  have  not  bo  felt  the 
heat  and  burden  of  the  day,  at*  other 
sections.  To  some  extent  they  mupt, 
nevertheless,  inevitably  have  suffered. 
Their  quota  has  been  called  into  the 
field  as  imperatively  as  that  of  any  oth 
cr  State,  and  has  been  yielded  with 
what  greater  difficulty  attaches  to  re- 
cruiting from  an  asricultural  people, 
where  every  man  counts  almost  double 
through  tho  need  of  labor,  over  a  man- 
ufacturing or  mercantile  region,  which 
has  ordinarily  superfluous  population. 
Their  taxation  has  proceeded  upon  the 
same  level  with  ours,  and  could  n  t 
be  more  readily  liquidated.  Still,  the 
State  is  not  cast  down  its  courage 
abated,  its  welfare  destroyed  or  its  in- 
terests stopped.  All  of  these  have 
grown  and  flourished,  and  the  people 
have  tho  fact  exhibited  to  them  in  no- 
mistakablo  signs.  Their  energy  has 
worked  and  is  working  wonders,  and 
their  faith  and  self  reliance  deserves 
ihe  prosperity  which  is  chronicled. 

It  must  bo  remarked,  too,  before  we 
have  given  all  the  credit  which  this  in- 
Btancc    dfserves   that  Mtnncrota  is  a

FROM  TSE  south. 

New  York,  Aug.  22.  Richmond  pa- 
pers of  the  18th  and  19th  have  been  re 
ceived.  The  Whig  says  Grant  is  plac- 
ed entirely  on  vhe  defensive  by  the 
withdrawal  of  trooi)8  sent  to  Sheridan- 
Petersburg,  August  17th.  Prisoners 
brought  in  to-day  concur  in  saying  Bum- 
side's  and  W^arren's  corps  are  now  in 
our  front,  while  Hancock's  and  perhaps 
other  infantry  are  now  operating  on 
the  north  side  of  the  James. 

Advices  received  today  atheadquar 
tcrs  here  confirm  tho  defeat  of  the  en- 
emy yesterday  near  White's  Taveru  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Jaraes  River* 

Our  loss  not  very  large.  Among  our 
losses  were  Gens.  Girardy  and  Cham- 
blis,  killed. 

The  fight  is  supposed  to  have  been 
renewed  to  some  extent  to  day,  firing 
being  heard  in  that  direction. 

Official  advices  from  the  Valley  De. 
partment  received  at  these  headquraters 
up  to  yesterday.  Up  to  that  time  no 
general   engagement  had  taken  place. 

In  front  of  this  place  nothing  of  in- 
terest is  transpirin;;.  Rain  has  fallen 
every  day  this  week. 

An  Atlanta  dispatch  to  the  Rich- 
mond papers  dated  the  17th  says  the 
Federal  cavalry  have  retired  from  Au- 
burn. The  Federals  are  fortifying  the 
north  side  of  the  Chattahoochee  near 
Sweetwater.  It  is  believed  the  West 
Point  and  Atlanta  Road  is  cut  at  Ack- 
worth  by  rebel  cavalry. 

The  Richmond  <fe  Danville  railroad 
is  said  to  be  in  running  order. 

An  Atlanta  dispatch  of  the  16th  to 
the  Richmond  papers  states  that  a  par- 
ty of  Sherman's  cavalry  on  the  15th, 
struck  the  Atlanta  and  West  Point  rail- 
road at  Farieburn.  They  burned  the 
depot  and  tore  up  the  track  in  several 
places.  They  then  withdrew  three  miles 
and  went  into  camp.  The  track  has 
been  repaired,  but  the  trains  are  not 
allowed  to  run  in  consequence  of  the 
proximity    of  the  enemy. 

Mobile,  Aug.  17th.  General  Frank 
Gardiner  assumed  command  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  the  Gulf  to-day. 

Yesterday  evening  the  enemy  land- 
ed at  Montrose  in  five  launche.  Our  cav 
airy  fired  on  them,  killing  and  wound- 
ing several.  The  enemy  retired  last 
night. 

A  force  of  the  enemy  from  Pcnsaco 
la,  estimated  at  2,000,  Perdido  river 
yesterday,  advancing  towards  Mobile 
Bay.     All  is  quiet  up  the  Bay. 


GRANT. 

New  York,  Aug.  21.  The  Sunday 
Herald's  dispatch  states  that  tho  re- 
cent movements  leaves  only  tho  Dan- 
ville road  over  which  the  rebels  can  ob 
tain  supplies  for  their  army  at  Rich- 
mond. 

Headquarters  .Army  of  the  Potomac. 
Aug.  20,  G  A.  M.— Yesterday  was  the 
quietest  day  we  have  had  in  front  of  Pe 
tersburg  for  a  mouth,  scarcely  a  shot 
being  heard  for  the  entire  day  on  the 
Weldon  road,  where  General  Warrens 
corps  has  taken  a  position.  Consider- 
able skirmi.-hing  with  occasional  dis 
charges  of  artillery  but  nothing  resem- 
bling  on  engagment  took  j)lacc. 

In  the  afternoon  the  enemy  moved  a 
force  from  near  Petersburg  toward  our 
left  and  made  an  attack  to  force  our 
line  near  the  Jeru^elem  road  but  find- 
ing that  the  road  M'as  not  so  easy  as 
they  anticipated  abandoned  it. 

The  number  of  casualities  in  the  5th 
corps  on  Thursday  was  about  450. 

About  midnight  some  batteries  in 
front  of  the  18th  corps  opened,  and  al- 
so on  the  left  a  sharp  engagment  was 
kept  up.  Firing  was  kept  up  for  sever 
al  hours  with  the  result,  so  far  as  could 
be  a.scertained  of  nobody  injured.  At 
this  hour  not  a  gun  can  be  heard. 

The  roads  are  becoming  bad  in  con- 
saquence  of  the  rain  which  has  fallen 
during  the  present  week  and  still  conti- 
nues. 

Fortress  Monroe,  Aug  20th  via  Balti 
more  21.— We  have  intelligence  that 
the  5th  Army  Corps  had  a  severe  fight 
with  the  enemy  yesterd.ay  on  the  Wel- 
don railroad,  but  succeeded  in  routing 
the  rebels  and  finally  advanced  and  oc- 
cupied a  position  on  the  line  of  Peter 
burg  and  Weldon  Railroad.  At  the 
last  accounts  w?  still  held  our  position 
on  the  north  side  of  James  River.  Our 
lines  up  to  last  evening's  intelligence 
continued  unchanged.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  repeated  efforts  of  the  enemyto 
dislodge  us,  the  canal  is.  progressing 
favorably. 

Later — 4  P.  M. — The  steamer  John 
Brooks  from  City  Point  has  arrived 
and  confirms  the  success  of  our  move- 
medt  on  the  Weldon  Railroad.  The 
Fifth  Army  Corps  still  hold  their  posi- 
tion. Our  position  on  the  north  side 
of  the  liver  is  not  materially  changed 
but  the  Third  Corps  are  making  an  im 
portant  move. 

The  Tribune's  special  says  Warren 
has  entrenched  his  command  and  been 
reinforced,  and  intends  thouroughly 
destroying  the  Weldon  Railroad.  Ex- 
actly one  half  of  all  the  rebel  Virginia 
force  is  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  await- 
ing Sheridan.  The  other  half  hold  the 
line  from  Petersburg  to  Richmond. 

LATER 

[Since  the  above  was  received  the 
evening  dispatches  have  come  to  hand 
but  so  multilated  by  breaks  occasion- 
ed by  the  lightning,  as  to  be  hardly  in- 
telligible.] 

IIead(iuarters  Army  of  the  Potomac, 
Aug.  21  —Our  lo.sses  at  the  Weldon 
Railroad  on  Friday  afternoon  were 
•ireater  than  heretofore  reported.  The 
nimilarot  piisoncrs  taken  by  the  rebels 
is  now  j)ut  down  at  1.700. 

It  seems  our  troops  were  surprised, 

many  of  the  men  being  in  bhelter  tents 
at  the  time  to  escape  rain. 

'J'he  rebels  first  appeared  about  noon 
on  our  right  and  front  of  the    3d  divi 
sion  of   the  5th   corps,  but  this  was  a 
feint  for  the  purpose  of  feeling  our  lines 

About  3  o'clock  p.  .m.  they  charged 
in  heavy  force  between  the  5th  and 
6th  c«»r[»8  and  succeeded  in  turning  the 
flank  o(  the  fi)rmer  capturing  a  large 
number  of  prisoners. 

This  part  of  our  line  was  forced  back 
some  distance,  when  the  9th  corps,

[Specsal  to  the  Times.]— It  ii  reported  by  offi- 
cors  just  arrived  from  tho  front,  thai  iu  the  attaek 
made  on  Sunday  upon  our  left  by  the  rebels,  iu 
which  they  were  so  handKomly  repulsed,  the  re- 
bel Gen.  A.  P.  Hill  was  knocked  from  liis  horse 
by  a  piece  of  shell  and  badly  wounded,  and  that 
Ueuerals  Heath  and  Fitz  Hugh  Lev,  sou  of  Hub- 
ert K.  Lee,  Was  killed. 

V/aHhi.^gton,  Aug.  23. 

[Special  toCommorciiil.] — Ocn.  M'arren's  Corps 
achieved  a  grand  success  on  Sundiy.  Tho  rebels 
attacked  under  orders  from  General  Lee  that  we 
must  be  driven  from  the  Weldon  railroad  at  what- 
orer  co.xt.  The  rebels  were  allowed  to  pass  on 
the  left  of  our  lines,  and  suffered  severely,  while 
their  purpose  was  entirely  defeated.  Gen. /..P. 
Hill  is  reported  mortal<y  wounded,  and  Heath 
and  Leo,  son  of  K.  E.  Lee,  killed.  The  Col.  of 
the  16th  Miss,  is  a  prisoner,  wounded.  Our  loss 
was  100.  Wo  took  6  sets  of  colors,  and  some  say 
more.  The  3d  Delaware  took  two.  and  the  76th 
New  York  one.  Three  of  the  colors  are  entirely 
new,  while  the  others  are  much  dilapidated. 

In  the  fight  on  Friday  our  lo.«.<!  in  prisono  s  is 
belit-ved  to  be  largei"  thai  heretofore  reported. 

The  tfOth  fennk-ylvania  was  more  than  half 
taken,  as  was  the  case  in  fact  with  aU  the  regi 
ments  of  tho  brigade.  Tho  104th  New  York  lost 
every  officer  on  the  field,  and  can  muster  but 
comparatively  few  men  for  duty.  Had  these 
troops  held  their  position  or  changed  their  front, 
as  some  did,  they  would  nearly  all  have  saved 
themselves,  and  given  the  enemy  a  sound  tbarsh- 
ing.  but  being  told  they  were  flanked,  they  start- 
ed for  tho  rear  and  fell  into  the  arms  of  tho  rebels. 

Col.  Whoelook,  with  the  2d  brigade  of  3d  divi- 
sion, changed  hjs  front  toward.s  the  rear,  and  form 
ing  in  liae  of  battle,  with  skirmishers  thrown  out 
advanced  to  see  where  tho  enemy  were,  and  reach 
ed  our  »ecoBd  line  withorrt  lo.'^ing  a  Fnan  of  thoM- 
who  remained  by  him,  while  all  who  left  and  run 
wnro  captiiro<l.  Thi!<  brigade  brought  in  with 
them  over  60  prisoners  and  a  stand  of  colors,  be- 
sides retaking  many  of  our  own  men  who  were 
being  taken  away. 

August  22,  morning. — No  further  fighting  has 
taken  place  since  testcrday  morning.  Skirmish- 
ing has  been  very  brisk,  and  during  la.st  night  a 
good  deal  of  artillery  was  hoaid.  At  this  hour,8 
o,clock  morningall  is  quiet  within  sound  of  head 
quarters,  another  engagment  may  take  place  at 
any  moment  as  the  enemy  will  not  give  up  thei' 
hope?  of  regaining  porsess?btt  of  tho  railroad 
untill  they  see  the  impossibility  of  it.  Our  lines 
h^re  been  greatly  strengthened  within  tho  last  24 
hours,  and  should  the  enemy  attack  »a  they  will 
fan  even  worse  than  yestcrdaj*. 

New    York,  August  24 

The  morning  papers  contain  very  little  news 
in  addition  to  what  was  telegiaphed  la.st  eight. 
The  Ilerald'.s  lOih  corps  correspondent  says  our 
forces  have  withdrawn  from  Deep  Bottom,  on  the 
night  of  the  20th.  An  important  co-operative 
movement  by  the  lOth  corps  commenced  this 
morning,  the  detrils  of  w4»ich  will  reach  you  at  a 
proper  moment. 

Tho  Hcrdld's  corrc^pondcsl  gives  tho  follow- 
ing particulars  of  the  rebel  Gen.  Haywood's 
treachery  in  the  battle  of  tho  21ft  :  "The  rebels 
found  themselves  under  a  fearful  fire  of  musket- 
t4y  enfilading  them  which  caused  them  to  throw 
down  their  pieces  and  laisc  their  arms  iu  tokenof 
surrender.  Gen.  Cutler.sent  Cpt  Daley  of  his 
staff  to  receive  them  as  pri.soncrs  of  war,  tbcmen 
having  ceased  firing.  Capt  Daley  told  Hay- 
wood be  had  been  sent  to  receive  him,  and  his 
brigade  as  prisoners.  AViihout  saying  a  word 
Haywood  drew  his  revolver  and  shot  C.-ipt.  Daley, 
who  lived  about  half  nn  hour,  just  loug  enough  to 
make  his  siaterocnt.  Haywood,  after  he  hadshot 
Dalejr,  ordered  his  mon  to  pick  up  the'.r  muskets 
and  fall  back,  which  order  they  attempted  toobey 
when  our  men  resumed  firing,  and  the  rebelsagain 
threw  down  their  pieces,  and  gavo  themselves 
up.  The  last  volley  added  largely  to  their  killed 
and  among  them  was  Haywood  shot  through  the 
head.  The  prisoners  numbered  bctwce  i  500  and 
600.  The  battle  lasted  two  hours  the  same  cor- 
respondent says  that  the  rebel  General  Hoke  was 
killed  that  day.

Indanapolis,  Aug.  21. — Some  days  ago  Gor. 
Morton  received  a  letter  from  the  East  stating 
that  a  largo  quanity  of  arms  were  being  shipped 
to  disloyal  parties  in  Indians.  On  the  I7th  inst 
four  boxes  were  received  addressed  to  J.  J.  Par- 
tons,  irora  H.  II.  Dodd  A  Co.  printers  in  this 
city.  Last  night  twenty-two  boxes  more  to  the 
same  address  were  received  and  drayed  toDoddi 
office.  The  military  authorities  immediately 
placed  a  gaurd  around  the  building  and  tookpos- 
«essioD  of  the  boxes.  Upon  examination  they 
were  found  to  contain  revolvers  of  the  bestquall- 
ly  and  fixe*  ammunition.  J.  J.  Parsons  and 
Obarlcs  P.  Hutchison,  Dodd's  partners,  and  Wm 
Harrison,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Sons  of  Liber- 
ty were  arrested  and  placed  under  guard  at  the 
Soldiers  Home.  The  two  former  were  released 
on  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance.  This  evening 
a  book  containing  a  list  of  the  Sons  of  Liberty 
was  found  in  Dodd's  safe  including  the  names  of 
the  Secretary  and  (be  Auditor  of  State  the  Attor- 
ney  General,  and  F-  E.  Bingham,  editor  of  the 
.Sentinel.  The  names  of400  rebel  prisoners  are 
in  it  as  third  degree  members.  H.  II.  Dodd  is 
Grand  Commander  of  the  tons  of  L*berty  ia  In- 
diana.
